Stick to the Gardens. 


The weather conditions this spring have been somewhat 


discouraging to the war gardeners, many of .>vhom'are ama- 
teurs and consequently unfamiliar with certain important 
facts concerning the production of crops. It'has been cold and 
dark and rainy much of the time, with' the result that many 
seeds rotted in the ground and those that sprquted grew so 
slowly as lo cause the uninitiated to fear thp;:'crops would 
never mature and that their labor had been losti; .Those \yhose 
business is farming or gardening realized that the conditions 
were very unfavorable, but years of experience have taught 
them that seed time and harvest never fail, and thai there will 
always be crops when those who plant and cultivate them do 
their dniy. In the matter of quality and abundance crops are 
affected by weather.conditions, but there is never a total fail- 
ure when'the man behind the plow and the man with the hoe 
do thir part. 


For tliis reason what a New England supervisor of home 


gardens has to say on {he subject at this time, while not news 
to experienced fillers of the soil, should carry encouragement 
to those who may be in contact with it for the first time, and 
who may feel that they have engaged in a fruitless undertak- 
ing. This garden supervisor says, and with truth, that there 
are many crops which if planted now will mature. 
Among 


these he mentions cucumbers, squash, pumpkins and pradi- 
cally allvegetables that grow on vines, and in addition to these 
there is plenty of time for tomatoes, winter turnips, cabbage 
and beans, to say nothing of potatoes and corn, which it is 
yet possible to squeeze through, though it must be admitted 
that it is rather late for their planing. 
However, there are 


many farmers in New England who claim that they have har- 
vested sound corn ninety days from the date of planting, and 
mere is no reason to doubt their word. 


It is a fact that when crops are held back by unfavorable 


spring weather they grow with exceptional rapidity when the 
right weather comes. There has been an opportunity 'to ob- 
.serve this in the last (en days, and there are some who claim 
that garden stuff as a rule is fully as advanced now as it was a 
year ago at this'time. Certain it is that vegetable growth has 


' been very gratifying of/late and that there is no occasion what- 


ever for ""throwing up'lhe sponge." Garden and farm crops 
will come along all right if those in charge of them will stand 
by as they should. 


The country and its allies will need every pound of food 


ihat can be produced this year, and there will be no lack if. the 
fillers of the soil will have faith and do their duly.
